NO PEACE YET IN THE MAT­ 
TER OF THE RAILROAD STRIKE 


(Brownwood News.) 
President Harding, who bus been try­ 
ing to effect a plan on which the strike 
of the 400,000 railroad shopmen might 
be compromised is about to see his 
efforts go by the board. 
President Harding's 
proposals 
for 
the settlement of the strike are three 
in number: 
Tile first proposal sets forth that 
the roads and men should abide by the 
wage decisions reached by the Labor 
Board. 
The second provides that all law 
suits brought by either side in con­ 
nection with the strike should be with­ 
drawn and that the disputes arising 
out of the walkout should be left to 
the Labor Board« for settlement. 
The third proposal suggests that the 
strikers be taken back on a basis of 
the seniority which they enjoyed be­ 
fore the wolkout. 
Railroads Oppose Seniority 
Proposal 
The 148 railroad executives who are 
in session at New York to receive and 
' act upon President Harding’s proposal 


to settle tlie strike 
stand as a 
unit 
against the proposal to restore to the 
striking shopmen their seniority stand­ 
ing at the time they quit their jobs. 
The railroad heads claim that to give 
back to the strikers their senlorty right 
would la* "to betray the loyal employ 
ers, new and old, who have stood by 
the railroads during the strike." 
The situation appears to be that if 
the strikers go back to work It wiU 
be to accept the routine of seniority 
adjustment. 
It is claimed that by use of suffi­ 
cient guards at division points that 
the railroads are 
employing 
many 
thousands of new men, and it la claim­ 
ed that at some peint some of the 
strikers are returning to work.
